slight angle. The resolution seeks 
an arrangem ent w ith Mex ico by 
which this bend in the southern 
boundary of the state would be 
elim inated so that the line would 
continue as it started, in a due 
east and west direction. The tri­ 
angular area that would he added 
to the state would be about 240 
miles long by about fifty miles 
wide at the point of its greatest 
breadth. 
Bottled 
Up By Narrow Strip 
“The im portant consideration is 
that this long narrow triangle is 
ail that separates Arizona from 
the sea—the Gulf of California, 
huge arm of the Pacific. Add it to 
Arizona, and overnight the state 
would desert the twenty-seven in­ 
land comm onwealths and join the 
twenty-one 
that 
border on 
salt 
w’ater. W ith its hundreds of thou­ 
sands of tons of m inerals to ship, 
the state is now bottled up by a 
narrow 
region 
undeveloped 
and 
little likely to be developed by its 
present owner. It is felt tha t even 
the desolate, practically trailless 
desert, and the lack of natural 
harbors on the gulf would not de­

Only occupants of the two cham­ 
bers were the J anitors, clearing out 
the desks and remov ing a large 
portion of the 
session’s

worth of printed matter, left be­ 
hind by the legislators in their 
hurried departure. 
The capitol lobby s were empty 
of all sav e the regular forces of 
the state officers.

Final adjournment came shortly 
before the midnight hour, 
when 
the assembly approv ed the final

it. 
Senate Through Early 
The senate was through early 
in the ev ening, but it was neces­ 
sary to keep a majority on hand, 
as both houses, under 
the 
law, 
wore obliged to close at the same 
time. 
The forty -fifth legislature is re­ 
corded as the longest session since 
1862. It ran the full 100 day s pro­ 
v ided by statute. 
In addition, the present period 
of law making has cost the state 
more than any session in recent 
y ears. 
Bills so far receiv ed by 
State Controller Ray L. Riley total 
more than $240,000, of which the 
senate was charged with $9 5,000 
end the assembly with $145,000. 
The legislativ e printing ex pense 
is not y et totalled, but it is esti­ 
mated this item will reach $146,- 
000, bringing the total cost of the 
session to approx imately $400,000.

W. W. Husband, United States Co mmissio ner o f 
Immigratio n, say s that in spite o f the fact that it 
is co nceded that the Dillingham quo ta law o f 1921 
has been an unqualified success, amendments will 
pro bably be made in it. 
One o f the pro bable quo ta changes wo uld raise 
the quo ta o f immigrants y early admitted to 5 per 
cent, co mputed no t o n the census o f 18 90, admitting 
no t 15 5 ,000, as at present fro m the so uth and east 
o f Euro pe, hut o nly 5 0,0o 0; but 4 00,000 fro m the 
co untries o f no rth and west Euro pe instead o f the 
present 200,000. 
‘‘At any time,” Hr. Hubbard said, “ business men 
and manufacturers want mo re labo r, I think they 
can hav e it, o nly pro v iding it co mes fro m co untries 
who se citizens readily beco me assimilated here.” 
The best class o f Immigrants has co me to America 
this y ear in its histo ry .
